On May 23, 2008, the Internal Affairs Bureau’s Force and Shooting Response Team 
responded to Century Station in regards to a significant use of force, a fractured jaw. The 
team consisted of Lieutenant Clay Porlier and Sergeants Dinah Grote and Owen Tong. 
Ms. Julie Ruhlin of the Office of Independent Review was also advised of the incident. 


When investigators arrived at Century Station, they learned that Deputies Edson Salazar 
and Joaquin Rincon had been involved in a struggle with Suspect Otis Ingram the previous 
night (May 22, 2008). The struggle resulted in the use of force, in which Suspect Ingram 
sustained a fractured left cheekbone, sinus wall, and broken nose. The discovery of 
Suspect Ingram's fracture was not discovered until he was examined by medical staff from 
Coast Plaza Doctors Hospital in the City of Norwalk in early morning hours on the following 
day. 


USE OF FORCE: 

Century Station Deputies, Joaquin Rincon (the driver) and Edson Salazar (book man), was 
driving in their marked patrol vehicle in the area of 133 Street and Grandee Street in the 
City of Compton. They observed a “blacked out” vehicle (1993, red Buick Regal) driving 
without lights during darkness and the rear license plate did not have an illuminating light, 
violations of 24250 and 24601 CVC. 


Deputy Rincon initiated a traffic stop of the vehicle eastbound on 133% Street, and 
illuminated the vehicle with his high beam headlights, spotlights, and his_Jightbar’s 
overhead light (known as a “takedown light”). The vehicle, driven by Witness lal 
stopped in the middle of the street, as there was no available space to park her car at the 
curb due to parked vehicles. Her vehicle was adjacent to parked vehicles facing 
eastbound on the south curb line. 
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As Deputy Rincon walked toward the driver's door, Deputy Salazar made contact at the 
front passengers’ door and illuminated the vehicle’s interior with his flashlight. Deputy 
Salazar saw Suspect Otis Ingram sitting in the front passenger seat. After a few seconds, 
Deputy Salazar saw Suspect Ingram had his right hand cupped with what appeared to be 
a piece of “rock” cocaine in his palm. Suspect Ingram then tossed the “rock” into his mouth 
while looking in Deputy Salazar’s direction. Deputy Salazar yelled out to Deputy Rincon, 
“He swallowed. He swallowed,” indicating the suspect just swallowed narcotics. 


In order to investigate, Deputy Salazar told Suspect Ingram to exit the car, but the suspect 
continued to sit and look out the car’s windshield. Deputy Salazar then opened the 
passenger's door. In a continuous motion, Suspect Ingram stepped out of the vehicle and 
into the street. He turned to Deputy Salazar and rapidly punched him three times in the 
chest area. Deputy Salazar punched Suspect Ingram’s face with his left fist, right fist, then 
again with his left fist, consecutively. This had little effect on Suspect Ingram. Having just 
witnessed Suspect Ingram’s assault on his partner, Deputy Rincon told Witness to 
remove her keys from the ignition and to toss them out of the vehicle. 


As Suspect Ingram continued to throw punches, Deputy Salazar stepped to Suspect 
Ingram’s right side and grabbed his right arm. Using his arm as leverage to keep distance 
between them, Deputy Salazar was able to force Suspect Ingram down to the ground, 
where they landed on the grass area located between the curb and sidewalk. Suspect 
Ingram landed face down, with his right knee hitting the grass, followed by his face. 
Deputy Salazar fell to Suspect Ingram’s right side while maintaining a hold of his right arm. 
The suspect attempted to lift up, so Deputy Salazar sat on Ingram’s waist/lower back area 
and held onto his arms along the sides of Ingram’s body. 


Deputy Rincon arrived to assist Deputy Salazar just as Salazar took Suspect Ingram to the 
ground. While Deputy Salazar controlled Suspect Ingram’s arms, Deputy Rincon grabbed 
each hand and handcuffed them without further incident. 


Suspect Ingram was transported to Coast Plaza Doctors Hospital in the city of Norwalk for 
medical treatment. There, it was learned that Ingram sustained a fractured cheekbone, 
sinus wall, and nose. He had a fractured jaw from a previous event, which showed no new 
injury.

INJURIES: 

Suspect Ingram sustained a fractured and swollen left cheekbone (medical terms: 
Zygoma), a broken nose, a fractured left sinus and nasal wall (medical terms: Lateral 
Maxillary), swollen upper lip, a superficial scrape on his right knee, and a contusion on his 
left eyebrow and behind his left ear. 


Prior to the use of force by the deputies, Suspect Ingram had his jaw broken on two 
previous occasions. For further, refer to Suspect Ingram’s medical records (Exhibit C} anc 
photos of his injuries (Exhibit D}. 


After the incident, Deputy Salazar had soreness and redness to the knuckles on both 
hands. However, he refused medical treatment and did not have any further injury or 
complaint of pain. 


Deputy Rincon was not injured in this incident. 


IAB Note: In the Emergency Room, Sergeant Tong and me, spoke to the 
Emergency Room Doctor, Timothy Carman, who requested that he not be audio 
recorded. He stated that Suspect Ingram did not display any signs of being under 
the influence for either alcohol or narcotics nor did he admit any recent usage to him 
or staff members. He said a toxicology report was not available because it was not 
requested upon the initial “ok to book.” 


Dr. Carman stated that Suspect Ingram’s left jaw break is an old injury which is still 
in the healing process. He said there appears to be no new injury to Ingram’s jaw, 
and that the jaw break was not sustained during the incident with deputy personnel. 
He said Ingram’s nose and left cheek bone fracture appear to be consistent with 
Deputy Salazar’s account of force used as well as caused by the fall. 


In the Radiology Report, Dr. Russell Keating indicated, “There is a blow out type 
fracture of the medial wall of the right orbit of indeterminate age. This may be old 
as | do not see much edema (fluid buildup) in the soft tissues in this area.” Refer 
to Ingram’s Medical Record (Exhibit C). 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 
There was no physical evidence recovered at the scene. 


INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS: 

The scene was not held by the personne! from Century Station, as the Mandatory 
Notification to IAB was not made until several hours after the incident when they learned 
of Suspect Ingram’s fractured cheekbone and jaw. 
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WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 

Deputy Salazar punched Suspect Ingram in the face three times to stop Suspect Ingram 
from further assault. Deputy Salazar grabbed Suspect Ingram’s right arm and forced him 
to the ground where the suspect struck his knee and face on a grass area. On the ground, 
Deputy Salazar used his body weight to hold down Suspect Ingram, who was resistive, 
while maintaining control of his arms. 


Deputy Rincon grabbed Suspect Ingram’s hands and handcuffed them without further 
incident. 


WEAPONS USED BY THE SUSPECT: 

Suspect Ingram punched Deputy Salazar in the chest area three times with his right hand. 
He continued to swing wildly with his fists and resisted Deputy Salazar’s efforts to control 
him up until being handcuffed by Deputy Rincon. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE: 
There was no damaged property in this incident.

On May 27, 2008, Deputy District Attorney Linda Puentes rejected the case due to a 
“request for further investigation.” She requested to know whether Suspect Ingram made 
any statements, whether there was a blood test to determine if Suspect Ingram ingested 
cocaine, and whether there were any injuries to deputies. Refer to the copy of the DA’s 
case reject form, presented as Exhibit E. 


IAB Note: | spoke to Detective Steven Nobles who stated the deputies told him 
“no” to the above District Attorney questions, so the case was not filed by the DA. 
Also, there was no supplemental report written referencing the DA’s follow-up 
questions. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 
It was night time, dark, with some overhead dim street lighting, along with headlights, high 
beams, and the take down lights from the patrol car. 
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INVOLVED EMPLOYEE’S STATEMENTS: 

The narrative which follows is a synopsis of Deputy Salazar's and Rincon’s IAB interviews. 
Additional and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the transcript and/or audio 
recorded interview. 


Deputy Edson Salazar was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Dinah Grote and Steve Kim on 
June 25, 2008, at 1125 hours, at the IAB Commerce office. He was represented by Derald 
Brenneman from the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. 


Deputy Salazar said he was working a Century Station two-deputy, marked patro! car (unit 
214E) with Deputy Joaquin Rincon. Deputy Salazar said it was their first time working 
together and that he was the book man and Deputy Rincon was the driver. He said they 
discussed tactics at the beginning of their shift because they had not worked together prior 
to this day. Deputy Rincon was showing Deputy Salazar certain areas in Compton 
Station’s jurisdiction which are known for high narcotic and gang activity, approximately 
two blocks south of Century Station’s jurisdiction. 


While patrolling the area of 133" Street and Grandee Avenue in the city of Compton, they 
observed a “blacked out” a vehicle traveling eastbound in front of them to be driving without 
headlights during hours of darkness. Also, they noticed the vehicle did not have an 
illuminating light on the rear license plate, so they conducted a traffic stop of the vehicle 
regarding the violations. 


The “blacked out” vehicle immediately stopped in the middle of the street because there 
was no available space to park along the south curbline due to parked vehicles on both the 
north and south curblines. After illuminating their patrol vehicle’s spotlights onto the 
suspect vehicle, Deputy Rincon walked toward the drivers door as Deputy Salazar 
approached the front passenger's side door. Standing in the street approximately two feet 
away from the door, Deputy Salazar illuminated his flashlight into the vehicle’s interior and 
noted the passenger's window was rolled up, and a male Black adult (Suspect Ingram) was 
sitting in the front seat. 


IAB Note: Deputy Salazar thought the “blacked out” vehicle could have been a rival 
gang about to de a drive-by shooting or involved in narcotics activity. 


As Deputy Salazar continued to look inside the vehicle, he saw Suspect Ingram’s right 
hand was “cupped,” holding what appeared to be a piece of rock cocaine. Suspect Ingram 
“tossed” the cocaine into his mouth while he looked in Salazar’s direction. Deputy Salazar 
yelled out to Suspect Rincon that the suspect had just “swallowed,” to Deputy Salazar, 
refers to swallowing narcotics. 


Deputy Salazar opened the passenger's door io investigate what he had just witnessed. 
He told the suspect to exit the vehicle, but Suspect Ingram failed to comply. Instead, the 
suspect looked forward, not saying anything. It appeared to Deputy Salazar that Suspect 
Ingram had just swallowed the "cocaine” because he saw Ingram’s “Adam's apple” gesture 
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as if he was swallowing. 


Seconds later, and simultaneously, Ingram stepped out of the vehicle and faced Deputy 
Salazar, then violently punched him in his chest three times with his fists, causing Deputy 
Salazar to drop his flashlight. Due to the close proximity with the suspect, Deputy Salazar 
said he had no time to remove his Oleoresin Capsicum (OC) spray as Suspect Ingram 
continued to swing his fists at Deputy Salazar, missing him. To stop Suspect Ingram’s 
further assault on him, Deputy Salazar punched Suspect Ingram one time using his right 
fist, and then twice using his left fists, to his face/cheek and nose area. The punches 
appeared to be ineffective because Suspect Ingram continued to swing his fists at Deputy 
Salazar, and refused to comply with Deputy Salazar’s orders to stop fighting. 


Trying to avoid further assault by the suspect's flailing punches, Deputy Salazar stepped 
to the suspect's right side and grabbed his right arm. Standing in the street between two 
parked vehicles, Deputy Salazar used the suspect's arm as leverage to keep distance 
between them, while trying to force Suspect Ingram to the ground. It proved to be difficult, 
as the suspect wildly flailed his upper body from side to side, then shuffled back and forth 
in an attempt to pull away from Deputy Salazar’s grasp. However, Deputy Salazar held on 
and was able to overcome the suspects resistance by forcing the suspect to land 
face-down on the frontal grass area between the sidewalk and curbline. Deputy Salazar 
said the suspect did not brace his fall as he landed face first on the grass. 


On the ground, Deputy Salazar maintained control of Suspect Ingram’s right arm, but 
Suspect Ingram refused to place his left arm behind his back while attempting to push his 
body upward with his left arm/hand. Deputy Salazar then straddled Suspect Ingram’s 
waist/lower back area and grabbed the suspect's left arm and after a brief struggle, Deputy 
Salazar forced Suspect Ingram’s left arm behind his back along with his right arm. Deputy 
Rincon then arrived and handcuffed Suspect Ingram. Deputy Salazar estimated the fight 
lasted 10 to 15 seconds and he did not witness any other force used by Deputy Rincon. 


Throughout the incident, Deputy Salazar stated that Suspect Ingram yelled out numerous 
profanities at him. After the incident, Deputy Salazar had red, and slightly swollen knuckles 
to both hands. He said he did not require medical treatment. For further, refer to Deputy 
Salazar’s report (Exhibit A) and for his transcripts, refer to the “Transcriptions” section 
of the case book. 


Deputy Joaquin Rincon was interviewed on June 25, 2008, at 1203 hours , by IAB 
Sergeants Dinah Grote and Steve Kim at the IAB Commerce office. He was represented 
by Derald Brenneman from the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. 


Deputy Rincon was working patrol in a marked patrol vehicle along with his partner, Deputy 
Edson Salazar. Deputy Rincon was the driver and Deputy Salazar was the book man. At 
the beginning of their shift, he and Deputy Salazar had a general discussion about how 
they would approach vehicles during traffic stops. 
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When they saw a vehicle traveling in front of them driving without the lights on, they 
conducted a traffic stop on a vehicle regarding the traffic violation. Deputy Rincon also 
said the blacked out vehicle was driving around slowly as if trying to “conceal” itself, not 
wanting to be detected because of either gang or narcotic activity. Deputy Rincon turned 
on his overhead red light, take-down light and high beam headlights, and used their 
spotlights to illuminate the vehicle and its interior. He said there was no tint on the 
windows. 


already at the front passenger's door. Deputy Rincon contacted Witness| land asked 
for her driver's license, registration, and proof of insurance. While looking inside the 
vehicle’s interior, Deputy Rincon heard Deputy Salazar say, “He swallowed. He swallowed,” 
referring to the front passenger (Suspect Ingram) as having swallowed narcotics. Deputy 
Rincon was now shifting his eyes between looking at the driver, the vehicle’s contents, the 
suspect, and his partner. 


When Deputy Rincon walked toward the driver's door, he saw that noel Salazar was 


Deputy Rincon said that as Deputy Salazar opened the front passenger's door, Suspect 
Ingram stepped out and began throwing three to four rapid punches at Deputy Salazar, 
striking his chest area. He then saw Deputy Salazar punch the suspect in the face. 
Deputy Rincon turned his attention back to the driver (Witness. He told Witness 
to turn off the car engine, and to throw her keys out of the car window or to remove them 
and place them on the dashboard. He did not recall which, but knows that she complied. 


When Deputy Rincon ran to the rear of the vehicle tc assist Deputy Salazar, he saw 
Suspect Ingram swinging his upper body wildly from side to side and moving his legs in 
what appeared to be an attempt to free himself from Deputy Salazar’s grasp, while yelling 
out profanities. As he rounded the rear portion of the vehicle, Deputy Rincon saw that 
Deputy Salazar had taken Suspect Ingram to the ground. The suspect landed face-down 
on the ground/grass area adjacent to the sidewalk. Deputy Salazar was sitting on top of 
Suspect Ingram, straddling his waist area, while holding the suspect’s arms/hands at the 
suspect's lower back area. As Deputy Rincon stood over the waist area on Suspect 
Ingram’s right side, he grabbed the suspect's hands and handcuffed him without further 
incident. 


Deputy Rincon said he did not put out any emergent radio traffic because he wanted to 
immediately assist Deputy Salazar, who was on the ground with the suspect. When he 
rounded the car’s bumper, he saw that Deputy Salazar had the suspect under control, so 
he handcuffed the suspect. 


Deputy Rincon said the fight lasted less than 20 seconds. For further, refer to Deputy 


Rincon’s supplemental report (Exhibit B) and his transcripts, listed under the 
“Transcriptions” section of the case book. 
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NON-DEPARTMENT WITNESS: 

The following is a summary of the witness interview conducted by Century Station 
Sergeant Willette Mitchell on May 22, 2008, at 2358 hours and May 23, 2008, at 0020 
hours. Additional information and the precise wording cf the statement may be obtained 
by reviewing the recorded interview or reviewing her transcripts listed under the 
“Transcriptions” section of the case book. 


Witness | so that she was driving her vehicle es her suspect Ingram, 
sat in the front passenger's seat. She said they specifically went to purchase a “rock” 
(cocaine) at a location (unknown) on Grandee Street, in the city of Compton. She stayed 
in the vehicle while Suspect Ingram went inside. When Suspect Ingram returned, and 
believing that Ingram obtained a “rock,” she drove down the street until she saw lights from 
a patro! car being shined on her from behind. 


DA N over but she did not recall if the deputies gave them any verbal orders. She 
recalled being seated and looking forward out her windshield. As Suspect Ingram sat in 
the passenger's seat, she said the passenger's side doorwas opened by a deputy and that 
the deputy pulled Suspect Ingram out of the car. UA E fighting began between 
Suspect Ingram and the deputy (Deputy Salazar) outside her vehicle, but she did not see 
how it started or see any blows being exchanged. During the fight, Witness iii heard 
Suspect Ingram ask why he was being hit. She said the fight lasted less than a minute, 
and that she was removed from her vehicle by a deputy and placed inside a patrol vehicle. 


Witness as known Suspect Ingram for approximately 10 years and 

She stated that Suspect Ingram broke his jaw on two 
previous occasions and that he currently has metal plates on both sides of his face which 
is wired to his jaw. She said Suspect Ingram “mumbles” when he speaks and she is 
always telling him to speak up. 


Ms.[Eisiated Suspect Ingram is “paranoid” about his face because he has been hit in the 
mouth so many times. When Ms. [reaches out to touch him, she said he tells her not 
to touch him, as he backs away from her. She stated Suspect Ingram is prescribed 
medications “Paxil” and “Risperdal,” which he is supposed to take daily. She did not 
believe Suspect Ingram had taken his medication that day. 


SUSPECT’S STATEMENT 

The following is a summary of two suspect interviews. The first interview was conducted 
in the field on May 23, 2008, at 0006 hours, by Century Station Sergeant Willette Mitchell. 
Suspect Ingram was later interviewed on May 23, 2008, at 0355 hours, by IAB Sergeants 
Dinah Grote and Owen Tong at Coast Plaza Doctors Hospital, in the city of Norwalk. 
Additional information and the precise wording of the statement may be obtained by 
reviewing the recorded interviews or reviewing Ingram’s transcripts listed under the 
‘Transcriptions’ section of the case book. 
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Suspect Ingram said he and his Enel WitnessI drove to the city of Compton to 
visit his Witn ve and suspect Ingram was in the front passenger's seat. 
He said they went to| but no one was home, so they left. From there, they 
turned onto 133% Street and were pulled over by deputies. 


When Deputy Salazar contacted Suspect Ingram, he shined his flashlight in suspect 
Ingram's face and said, “Hold your hands up and get out.” Deputy Salazar opened the 
passenger's door, grabbed suspect Ingram’s jacket at the chest area, and pulled him out 
of the car. 


IAB Note: In Sergeant Mitchell's interview with Suspect Ingram, he said Deputy 
Salazar never gave him any verbal orders. 


Suspect Ingram was told by Deputy Salazar that he (Suspect Ingram) had something in his 
mouth and had swallowed it. Suspect Ingram told Deputy Salazar that he could barely 
open his mouth. He said Deputy Salazar started hitting him in his mouth and on the left 
side of his face, so he raised his right hand up to block Salazar’s punches. Suspect 
Ingram said it was a reaction to protect his face because of his two previous jaw breaks 
from being robbed. His latest jaw break required his jaw to be wired and it occurred 
approximately eight months ago. He did not attempt to hit Deputy Salazar. Suspect 
Ingram only raised his hands when Deputy Salazar started hitting him and he did not try 
’ to defend himself against Deputy Salazar. 


After being struck in the face four to five times with Deputy Salazar’s right fist, Suspect 
Ingram was forced to the ground by Deputy Salazar. Suspect Ingram landed on the grass 
with his right knee striking first, followed by the front portion of his face. On the ground, 
Suspect Ingram attempted to raise his shoulders upward, but he was unsuccessful and 
handcuffed. Although he could not see behind himself, Suspect Ingram said Deputy 
Salazar's hands were holding him down, so he was possibly struck in the head by Deputy 
Salazar’s knee, which caused a contusion behind his ear. 


Suspect Ingram is taking psychological medications, “Zyprexa and Risperdal,” for 
depression. He stated he has been taking medications “for years” and that he only takes 
the medications before going to bed. He denied any use of narcotics/drug use. 


For further, refer to suspect Ingram’s medical records (Exhibit C) and photographs of his 
injuries (Exhibit D). 


IAB Note: Doctor Carman stated when Suspect Ingram was brought in for 


treatment, he was not advised by deputy personnel that Ingram had possibly 
ingested narcotics.

Listed below are the prescribed medications Suspect Ingram is taking as defined by 
WebMD.com: 


Zyprexa Oral Uses 
This medication is used to treat certain mental/mood conditions (schizophrenia, bipolar 


mania). it works by helping to restore the balance of certain natural chemicals in the brain 
(neurotransmitters). 


Paxil Oral Uses 

Paroxetine is a selective serotonin reuptake inhibitor (SSRI) used to treat depression, panic 
attacks, obsessive-compulsive disorder (OCD), anxiety disorders, post-traumatic stress 
disorder, and a severe form of premenstrual syndrome (premenstrual dysphoric disorder). 


Risperdal Oral Uses 

Risperidone is used to treat certain mental/mood disorders (schizophrenia, manic phase 
of bipolar disorder, irritability associated with autistic disorder). This medication can help 
you to think clearly and function in daily life. This is a psychiatric medication (antipsychotic- 
type) that works by helping to restore the balance of certain natural substances in the brain 
(neurotransmitters). 
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CENTURY STATION 


On May 22, 2008, at around 2318 hours, Deputies Edson Salazar and Joaquin 
Rincon used force to overcome the resistance of Suspect Otis Ingram. Suspect 
Ingram sustained a fractured left cheekbone, sinus wall, and a broken nose. 


Deputies Salazar and Rincon saw a 1993 red Buick Regal traveling without 
headlights, 24250 V.C. The deputies initiated a traffic stop. Deputy Rincon 
approached the driver, Ms. , as Deputy Salazar approached the passenger, 
Suspect Ingram. As Deputy Salazar neared Suspect Ingram, he saw him swallow 
what appeared to be rock cocaine. Deputy Salazar directed Suspect Ingram to exit 
the car. 


As Suspect Ingram exited the car, he punched Deputy Salazar. Deputy Salazar 
grabbed Suspect Ingram’s right arm. Using his arm as leverage to keep distance 
between them, Deputy Salazar forced Suspect Ingram down to the grass on the 
ground. Suspect Ingram landed face down, with his right knee hitting the grass, 
followed by his face. Deputy Salazar fell to Suspect Ingram’s right side while 
maintaining a hold of his right arm. Suspect Ingram tried to lift himself up, so Deputy 
Salazar sat on Ingram’s lower back and held his arms along the sides of Ingram’s 
body. Deputy Rincon assisted Deputy Salazar with handcuffing Suspect Ingram. 


Suspect Ingram was transported to Coast Plaza Doctors Hospital for medical 
treatment. Suspect Ingram sustained a fractured cheekbone, sinus wall, and nose. 
He had a fractured jaw from a previous event, which showed no new injury. Neither 


deputy was injured in the incident. Ms. ES. GN. was cited and 


released at the scene. 


On April 30, 2009, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted 
a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated 
by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 

MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the 
Committee determined that the force used by Deputy Edson Salazar J was 
reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 

MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the 
Committee determined that the force used by Deputy Joaquin Rincon #4 was 
reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


MPP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 
tactics employed by all personnel in this incident were within Department Policy.
